Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the rejection of claims 2, 9, and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph would be overcome by the arguments made in applicant's reply. However, the withdrawl of this rejection does not place the 
application in a condition for allowance. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not convincing. The 
Examiner has reviewed all of the record and believes the rejections of claims 1-21 are proper. 

As indicated above, appicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of claims 2, 9, and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, have 
been considered and are persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Luddy differs from the claimed invention in regards to the ignoring step. For example, applicant argues that the 
claimed invention delays "the connection procedure" which is different from the behavior of Luddy. However, the current claim language 
does not specifically claim delaying the connection procedure. In general, examiner is giving the claim language its broadest reasonable 
interpretation. While there are clearly differences between the applicant's invention defined in the specification and the references used in 
the rejection, these differences are not clear in the existing broad claim language. 

Applicant further argues that there is no motivation to combine AAPA and Luddy. Examiner respectfully disagrees with this assertion. 
Aplicant argues that the prupose of the delay is to prevent misinterpretation of a signal caused by physical connection of disconnection. 
However, Examiner has cited a passage in Luddy clearly indicating the motivation. 
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
